During  the  past  year  attention  has  been  dra.wn  to  a 
subject  hitherto  never  nentioned  in  these  report So  It  is  the 
fluoridation  of  water  supplies  which  is  already  practised  on  a 
considerable  scale  in  the  United  States  of  ibnerica,  ba.sed  on  the 
knowledge  that  an  appropriate  concentration  of  fluorine  in  drinlcing 
water  will  grea^tly  reduce  the  incidence  of  dental  caries,  Arrc-nge- 
rents  have  been  nade  for  the  addition  of  fluorine  to  the  water 
supplies  of  certain  towns  in  this  country^  and  as  the  fluorine 
content  of  the  Silsden  water  is  but  0.4  parts  compared  with  a 
recommended  1.0  parts  per  million^  the  results  wi3-l  be  awaited  .. 
with  interest. 

There  appears  to  be  no  valid  objections  to  this  valuable 
piece  of  preventive  medicine^  and  the  cost  is  lilcely  to  be  small. 

6.  FOOD  HYG-IEilEg 

Although  there  was  no  outbrealc  of  food  poisoning  in  the 
district  during  the  year^  this  is  a  natter  which  still  requires 
the  closest  attention.  This  is  shown  by  reference  to  the  cases 
reported  in  England  and  Wale's  in  1953.,  being  the  latest  figures 
available  at  the  t  ime  of  irritingp  which  sliov/  that  the  number  of 
incidents  (i.e.^  outbrealcs  and  sp'oradic  cases)  was  5,277,  being  an 


increase  of  lo75o  over  the  previous  ye; 


10,373  cases  v/ere 


notified,  and  there  is  evidence  that  at  least  15,000  persons  had 
symptoms;  all  preventable.,  no  'matter  whether  infection  V7as  due  to 
salmonella,  staphylococci  or  other  orgamiisns.  51  cases  were  fatal. 


The  foods  implicated  in  outbrealcs  were  similar  to 
previous  years,  the  most  important  being  processed  and  made-^up  or 
re-heated  dishes  -  pies,  brawn,  sandwiches,  sausage,  cold  and 
pressed  meat,  stews  and  the  Id'ie.  Trifles,  ice-cream,  custard  and 
cream  buns  again  added  their  quota,  follov/ed  by  processed  fish  e.nd 
duck  eggs.  Duck  eggs  are  used  erbensively  in  this  country,  and  as 


nany  of  then  are  infected  they  should  never  be  eaten  unless  boiled 
for  fifteen  ninutes,  c^nd  used  only  in  cookiny  where  the  food  is 
subjected  to  prolonged  heating  at  high  tenperatures  after  the  eggs 
are  added. 

ulthouah  food  -joisoning  is  usuaU,y  noi*e  inconvenient 
than  serious 5  it  is  ijiporta.nt  as  an  indication  of  poor  hygiene 
and  inadequate  or  wrong;  use  of  refrigeration  in  kitchens  and  food 
factories.  E:jchortat ion  and  education  are  obviousl^r  not  neeting  with 
nuch  success  yet.  But  imediate  irgnovenent  would  resudf  if 
custoners  refused,  food  prepared  in  conclitions  known  to  be  unlijggienic 
and  by  net  hods  known  to  be  potent  iadfly  danger  oiu

Measurenent  of  atnosoheric  pollution  on  a  national 
scale^  based  on  observations  iron  150  stations,  show  an  annual  . 
oroduct ion  of  2,400,000  tons  of  snoke  —  1,290,000  tons  fron  wasteful 
donestic  fires,  700,000  tons  fron  industr^^,  400,000  tons  fron 
railways  and  10,000  tons  from  generating  stations.  In  addition,  . 
5,000,000  tons  of  sulphur  dioxide,  and  570,000  tons  of  ashes  were 
oroduced . 

Attention  has  a^;ain  been  focussed  on  this  evil  record 
by  the  Beaver  Connittee  ileport,  which  describes  atnospheric  pollution 
as  ^'a  social  and.  econonic  evil  of  the  first  nagnitude”,  estimated  to 
cost  the  country  £250  nillion  per  year,  and  to  waste  10  nillion 
tons  of  coalo 


The  effect  on  health  is  considerable.  “Snog“  was 
responsible  for  4^000  dea.ths  in  London  in  December  1952.,  a.nd  the 
death  rates  fron  bronchitis  iii  this  country  are  fa,r  higher  than  they 
are  in  Scandinavia  and  elsewhere.  These  are  but  two  points.  To  get 
rid  of  this  snoke  vrould  probably  not  cost  core  than  the  bill  wKich 
the  country  pays  annually  (i.e.,  £250  nillion),  and  it  is.  hoped 
that  energetic  stems  will  nov;  be  talcen  to  iiaolenent  the  Heaver 
Conaittee’s  reconnendat Ions » 


8.  CREMATION: 


The  Skipton  Urban  District  Counc.ll*s  cremator iun  was 
opened  on  the  30th  Ma.y,  1952.,  and  between  that  date  and  the  end  of 
1954  over  two  thousand,  cremations  ha.ve  talcen  place.  There  is  an 
increasing  demand  for  this  S-inple,  complete,  hygienic  and  reverent 
method  of  disposal  of  the  dead^  a,nd  as  the  half  million  people  who 
die  in  Great  Br,itain  each  year  V70uld  require  some  5OO  acres  of  land 
for  burial,  it  is  also  a.n  economic  method.

8,  TUBERCULOSIS: 

About  a  hundred  years  ago  65^000  deaths  were  caused  by 
tuberculosis  each  year  .in  England  and  Wales  in  a  population  of 
20  nillions.  In  1939  the  deaths  numbered  25,600  with  the 
population  nore  than  doubled^  and  s.ince  then  there  have  been 
further  falls  to  10,585  in  1952  and  8,902  in  1953.  This  is 
satisfactory  in  so  far  as  it  goes  and  is  attributable  to  some 
extent  to  sanatorium  and  surgical  treatment,  and  the  isolation 
of  infectious  patients,  but  to  a  larger  extent  to  better  standards 
of  living  -  better  nutrition,  better  housing,  and  better  working 
conditions.  idLthough  it  must  not  be  forgotten  tha,t  the 
tuberculosis  dearth  rate  for  those  in  the  lo^^^est  social  class 
still  remains  twice  as  high  as  for  those  in  the  highest  social 
class.  Tuberculosis  is,  therefore,  a  social  evil  which  can  and  . 
must  be  stam_^;ed  out.  It  is,  therefore,  a  ma.tter  for  concern 
that  althoup:h  mortality  is  declining  fast  there  is  no  diminuation 
in  the  nurfoer  of  fresh  notifications.  It  is  believed  that  these 
notifications  are  mainly  the  result  of  nore  effective  and  earlier 
case  f.inding,  but  there  is  another  factor.  That  is  the  siurvival 
of  cases  who  would  have  died  in  the  .days  before  effective  drug 
treatment  was  available,  but  who  now  remain  alive,  in  some 
instances  in  an  infectious  vstate,  and  in  a  j^osition  to  disseminate 
the  disease  amongst  their  contacts.  It  would,  therefore,  seem 
that  before  the  disease  is  abolished  there  is  an  intermediate 
stage  in  which  patients  are  an  increased  buixien  on  the  welfare 
a'nd  curative  sources,  and  this  mplies  the  need  for  intensificat« 
ion  of  the  seanch  for  early  cases,  hitherto  undiscovered  sources 
of  infection,  and  the  reasonable  segregation  of  the  o.bove  chronic 
cases.  The  routine  methods  of  preventive  medicine  are  being 
applied  with  an  additional  measure  introduced  for  the  first 
time  this  year.  This  consists  in  obtaining  parental  consent  for 
the  application  of  a  tuberculin  test  to  each  school  entrant. 

The  great  majority  of  these  children  have  not  been  infected  vmth 
tuberculosis  germs,  and.  give  a  negative  reaction.  But  a  positive 
reaction  implies  infection,  and  nov;  that  most  millc  supplies  axe 
from  tuberculin  tested  herds  or  pasteurised,  examimtion  of  the 
child *s  family  contacts  is  considered  worthwhile.  This  is 
undertalcen  with  the  help  of  the  Chest  Physician,  and  has  already 
shown  results.

In  so  fex  as  this  district  is  concerned^  6  oases  of 
tuberculosis  1^^ere  notified  during  the  year^  conpared  with  8^  7  and 
9  in  the  preceding  yeaxs. 

4  patients  were  admitted  to  tuberculosis  hospita.lSp  and 
7  were  discharged.  cases  rer.iained  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  waiting  lists  for  a,dnission  to  these  hospitals  have  been 
greatly  reduced,  of  late.  In  fact^  adnission  can  now  be  secui*ed  ,in 
most  instances  aLnost  as  soon  as  treatment  is  offered. 

Since  1948^  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  has  been  the 
respons  ibility^  of  the  hosp  itals  and  chest  physic^ians^  but  the  .  health 
authority's  responsib,ilities  are  closely^  integrated  in  this  area  by^ 
the  enployment  of  health  visitors  in  the  chest  clinics ^  sjxl  a  monthly^ 
case  conference  where  all  relevant  problems  are  discussed.  This  has 
proved  to  be  of  great  value. 

During  the  year  arrajigements  were  made  for  persons  to  be 
X-ray’^ed  who  were  talking  up  appointments  in  the  Division  involving  contact 
with  children j  such  ]C«rays  now  be,ing  obligatory ^  and  aUl  persons  holding 
such  positions  were  encouraged  to  attend  the  fkss  Radiography  Ujait  for 
an  annua,!  check. 

3>C»G«  Vaccine. 

This  is  a  form  of  inoculation  similar  to  smallpox  vacc.ination^ 
and  produces  ,in  the  hmaan  body  an  artificially  enquired  resistance  to  the 
disease.  It  has  been  approved  by^  the  Chest  Phyrsician  .in  all  suitable 
causes j  and  although  it  is  still  uncertain  whether  it  gives  complete 
protect, ion j  and  precisely  how  long  the  irxiunity  lasts,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  it  reduces  the  risk  of  contracting  tuberculosis. 

In  addition  to  the  vac cinakions  performed  by  the  Chest 
Physician,  mostly  in  yroung  children,  B.C.G.  vaccination  has  this  year 
been  offered  to  tkirteen  year  old  children,  exliibiting  a.  negative  response 
to  tuberculin  tests.  The  pr.inc.iple  is  the  same,  but  in  this  case  aJjus 
at  providing  an  inmmity  through  adolescence,  which  is  considered  a 
dangerous  age  in  respect  of  tuberculous  infection.  Deta.ils  of  this  scheme 
are  given  in  the  Appendiijc  to  this  report,  in  the  School  Iiea]-th  Service 
sect  ion. 

Plass  Radiography o 

This  service  hex  been  operating  for  ten  years,  and  there  are 
now  seventy  units  in  England  and  Wales  e^mmining  some  three  million  people 
each  year.  The  aim  of  the  service  is  the  detection  of  earlyr  and  symptomless 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  .in  general  the  yield  of  cases  is  highest  ,in 
the  age  group  15  35*^  and  amongst  cases  referred  by  general  practitioners.

The  exceptionally  hiyh  rainfall  recorded  during  the  year 
has  resulted  in  nany  of  the  streens  in  the  district  being  in  spate  for 
long  periodLSI  '.'lien  this  occurs  there  is  a  tendency  for  debris  to 
accui:iulate  in  the  water~ courses,  particularly  in  the  lower  reaches. 

This  debris  consists  nainly  of  brushwood  torn  out  of  the  banlis  by  the 
heavy  volune  of  water,  and  nay  cause  a  nuisance  by  the  flooding  of 
agricultural  land,  and  sonetines  damage  to  property,  particuD-Swrly 
boundary  walls. 

In  one  period  of  flood  considerable  daiaage  was  caused  to 
the  boundary  wall  at  the  sewa.ge  works  when  a  section  sone  forty  yamds 
in  length  was  undernined  and  deraolished  by  the  Silsden  beck  which  flows 
past  the  works. 

Cases  of  poU-ution  of  streams  have  been  few,  but  it  was 
found  that  at  one  point  sewage  was  ga.ining  access  to  the  Elliott 
Street  beck  due  to  a  faulty  foul  sewer  connection.  This  defect  warn 
renedied  on  discovery. 


During  the  year  there  has  been  a  groisring  teixlency  towards 
the  installation  of  batliroons  and  iJ*C,’s  .in  farm  houses  in  the  outer 
district  and  where  this  work  is  carried  out  new  septic  tank  anid  filter 
equipnent  is  usually  provided  to  replace  defective  cesspools.  To 
this  extent  there  has  been  am  irqirovenent  .in  the  cleanliness  of 
streams  as  trouble  is  sometimes  experienced  with  pollution  from  leal:-

From  time  to  time  a  nuisance  has  occurred  from  pollution 
of  the  Elliott  Street  beck  caused  by  foul  sewage  ga,in.ing  access. 
Testing  of  foul  sewers  within  the  area  has  been  canried  out  .in  an 
attempt  to  locate  the  source  of  the  pollution.

2.  GENERAL  COWDITIOHS. 

There  are  now  1,880  inhabited  houses  in  the  district, 
indud.ing  21  houses  erected  during  the  year  by  the  Council  and 
a  further  5  erected  by  private  persons. 

Work  on  the  5th  programe  of  20  houses  on  the  Dradishaw 
Road  site  continued  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  these  houses 
were  beconinc:  available  for  letting.  At  the  sane  ti.ie  the  task  of 
opening  a  ne\/  s  ite  at  Sackville  Road  was ,  connenced  and  roadv/orks 
and  sev/erage  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  »Surveyor.  A  contract  for  28  two  bedrooned  flats  and 
26  three  bedrooned  houses  was  arranged  with  Gregory  Housing  Ltd,,, 
and  the  wor]?;  comenced  during  Aupuist. 


In  Si^jite  of  the  abolition  of  building  licences  only  5 
houses  were  erected  by  private  individuals  during  the  year.  Priva^te 
bu.ilders  within  the  district  are  apparently  not  yet  prepared  to  build 
speculatively  as  the  demand  for  new  houses  to  purchase  seems  to  be 
uncertain.  It  nay  be  that  the  possibility  of  a  Couhc.il  house  tenancy 
at  a  comparatively  low  rental  deters  some  prospective  house  purchasers 
from  nalving  the  necessary  effort. 


During- the  year  a  thorough  examination  of  the  list 
of  housing  applicants  wan  canried  out,  and  it  x^ras  fou.nd  that  from  a 
total  of  104  applicants  only  49  were  in  need  of  a  house  dne  to 
inadequate  bedroom  accommodation,  and  of  these  a.  further  6  neither  resided 
or  were  employed  in  this  district.  From  the  remaining  list  of  43 
applicants  it  was  considered  that  9  anplicants  could  be  regarded  a,s  un¬ 
suitable  for  vanious  reasons,  but  it  was  foimd  that  4  applicants  were 
living  in  sula-standand  accomodation  although  in  these  cases  there  \\ras 
no  actuaJ_  shortage  of  bedroom  acconnod.at  ion.  The  investigation  reveadLed-, 
therefore,  tha-t  the  effective  tota,l  number  of  anpliconts  was  3B  but  to 
this  figure  should  be  axlded  the  number  of  faxiilies  living”  in  suln-staiidand 
accommodation  where  no  application  for  a  Coeuicil  house  has  been  made. 

It  would  appean,  therefore,  that  the  Council's  current  progratime  of  28 
flats  and  26  houses  will  be  adequate  to  satisfy  the  current  housing  need 
for  this  district  although  final  assessment  of  the  true  position  is 
d.'ifficult  as  the  state  of  the  hous^ing  list  alters  continueusl^"- from  day 
to  da.y.  By  the  end  of  the  3^ear  excellent  progress  was  being  made  with 
the  Sackville  Road  houses,  enxl  no  plans'  for  axlditional  schemes  were  under 
considerat ion. 


Dur.ing  the  year  new  houses  and  casual  vacancies  in 
existing  property  resulted  in  33  families  be.ing  re-housed  by  the  Council. 

Repair  and  maintenance  of  the  Council's  houses- was 
carried  out  by  this  department,  aaid  a  regulo^r  inspection  of  occupied 
houses  was  maintained.  The  annual  tenants*  garden  competition  was  held 
once  more,  inspections  by -an  independent  adjudicator  being  carried  out  in 
July  and  September o  These  inspections  revealed  that  the  gardens  are 
being  improved  yea.r  bj^  year,  and  some  are  maintvained  .in  an  excellent 
condition.  There  sne,  however,  certain  tenamts  who  male  little  effort  to 
tidy  their  gardens,  and  seem  quite  unconcerned  about  the  baxl  effect  of 
one  untidy  garden  on  those  of  their  neighbours.  During  the  year  an  effort 
was  made  to  persuade  these  tenants  to  improve  the.ir  gardens,  and  some 
results  v/ere  obtained,  although  it  was  necesse.r3r  for  the  Council  to  resort 
to  eviction  in  tx/o  ceases. 


The  sale  of  Council  houses  has  proceeded  slowly  during 
the  year,  and  so  far  9  houses  have  been  purclia.sed  by  the  tenants.  Apart 
from  one  house  erected  during  the  VJar  for  the  Ministry  of  Su:ply,  all  the 
other  houses  sold  v/ere  built  during  the  pre-War  period.  There  seems  to 
be  no  demand  for  the  purchase  of  post- War  houses. 


As  a  result  of  the  Housinf^  Repairs  and  Rent 
Act^  1954c  ^  n  prelinijriary  survey  of  the  .  district  was  carried  out^  and 
a  provisional  list  of  unfit  houses  i^as  subnitted  to  the  Rousing 
Comittee.  Recomendat  ions  regarding  the  iiethod  of  dealing  with  " 
the  various  properties  v^ere  a,lsQ  nade.  By  the  eM  of  the  yea,r  action 
coixienced  by  the  prepaxation  of  a  schene  for  a  clearance  cxea^  and 
by  the  scheduling  of  certain  properties  a.s  individually  unfit. 

Several  applications  for  iiaprovenent  grant 
were  nade  during  the  year^  but  no  grants  were  actuaJ-ly  made ^  the 
policy  of  the  Council  being  to  consider  each  application  on  .its 
neritSj  and  to  naice  grants  in  cases  where  properties  were  Ifrely  to 
becone  unfit  through  lack  of  laa.inte nance  or  ,ir.iprovenent . 

QVEiiCROVJDING-g 

As  previously  reported  43  cases  of  over-- 
crowding  based  on  bedroom  accomodation  were  known  to  exist  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  but  of  these  only  3  were  kno\7n  to  be  cases'  of 
statutory  overcrowd inrp  33  fanilies  were  re«housed  during  the  year.

Sopie  progress  was  nade  towards  the  issue  of  a  new 
Certificate  of  feaiis  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire  for  the  large  tenenent 
factory  situated  within  the.  district  operated  by  the  Airedale  Shed 
Co,  Ltd,  A  plaii  of  each  floor  of  the  factory  showing  all  exits,  hoists 
and  staircases  was  prepared  and  a  detailed  ins])ection  carried  out  with 
the  assistance  of  the  F.ire  Prevention  Officer  of  the  West  ^Riding 
County  Fire  Services,  A  schedule  of  recoixiendations  was  drawn  up  and 
subnitted  to  the  factory  oxniers,  and  nos t  of  the  requirenents  were 
accepted  and  are  now  being  carried  out.  .  Alternative  proposals  ' 
regarding- certain  alterations  were  subnitted  by  the  owners,  a.nd  a,t 
the  end  of  the  year  a  report  fron  the  County  Fire  Officer  was.  awaited. 


It  is  anticipated  that  in  the  near  future  sinilar  work 
.m  connection  v/lth  other  large  preriises  in  the  district  will  conmence.

4  notif  ications  of  outworkers  were  received  durlig  the 
period,  and  the  premises  concerned  x^rere  inspected  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  The  trade  concerned  was  textile  mending,  A  letter  was 
addressed  to  the  local  I'4anufacturers  ’  Association  requesting  that  the 
attention  of  nenbers  be  drawn  to  the  requirenents  of  the  Factories 
lict,  1937  in  connection  with  the  notification  of  outworkers. 


M0VE:'J3LE  DIffiLLINGS 


As  previously  reported  an  established  licensed  site 
is  situated  within  the  district  XNfith  accomodation  for  50  caravans  and 
chalets . 

The  site  is  essentially  suitable  for  sumer  use  only 
as  it  is  situated  ;in  rat  her,. a.  remote  position  away  from  the  shopi^ing 
area.  The  ir.iprovenents  mentioned  in  the  report  for  last  year  were 
completed^  and  these  include  the  installation  of  a  cesspool  with  proper 
draina.ge.  The  Council’s  refuse  collection  service  was  e:ctended  during 
the  summer  months  to  collect  from  the  site  and  suitable  receptacles 
v/ere  provided  by  the  site  owner. 

There  is  one  residential  site  situated  .in  the  inner 
district  although  the  licence  is  restricted  to  one  caravan.  An 
application  v/as  received  for  a  licence  to  eijcbend  this  site  for  ten 
residential  caravans ^  but  this  wa.s  refused  on  aiaenity  grounds  under 
the  provision  of  the  Town  end  County  Planning  Act^  1947. 

ATMOSPHERIC  PQLLUTIQih 

No  cases  of  atmospheric  pollution  were  noted  as  a 
result  of  smoke  observations  carried  out. 

SUPSHVISION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES s 

Routine  inspection  of  premises  concerned  x^^ith  the 
manufacture  of  all  types  of  food  was  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
and  in  some  cases  improvements  to  premises  were  carried  out  under  the  ^ 
supervision  of  this  depaiimentj  notably  the  provision  of  better  hand 
washing  facilities  and  improved  refrigerator  accommodation. 

Ice-Scream  ma.nufacture  is  carried  out  in  one  large 
factory  situated  within  the  district ^  and  these  premises  are  subjected 
to  regular  .inspection.  The  factory  is  well  equipped  with  modern 
machinery  and  adeqixate  accommodation  for  storage  and  refrigeration. 

The  ice-scream  produced  is  distributed  over  a  wide  area^  a.nd  reports 
of  samples  talcen  by  other  authorities  are  being  constantly  received  at 
this  office.  These  results^  together  with  the  results  of  samples  taken 
during  the  course  of  production  indicate  a  hi.gh  standard  of  cleanlin¬ 
ess  in  the  production  methods. 


Apart  from  this  one  producer^  all  other  registrations 
are  for  sale  and  storage  only,  the  majority  of  the  premises  concerned 
being  siuall  mixed  businesses  where  wrapped  ice-cream  only  is  sold. 

All  premises  are  equipped  with  a  refrigerated  conserver  designed 
specially  for  the  purpose,  and  .in  every  case  the  more  well  known  brands 
of  ice-cream  is  sold.  -

During  the  year  113  visits  were  paid  to  food  prenises  of 
all  types  apart  fr on  visits  to  slaughterhouses  for  neat  .Lnspection 
purposes.  Conditions  generally  were  found  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory ^ 
although  there  is  alwa.ys  scope  for  .inprovenent •  Dur,ing  the  visits  the 
impression,  is  gained ^  that  in  the  grocery  trade  in  particula^r^  the  bull: 
of  the  stock  in  hand  seems  to  increase  annually  with  the  result  that  s one 
shops  are  short  of  the  elbow-room  so  necessary  if  ideal  conditions  are 
to  be  maintained. 

jgUPKLIl 

Early  in  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  Governraent  *  s 
proposals  regarding  the  marketing  of  fat  stocky  and  to  the  Inter. ha -Report, 
of  the  Interdepartmental  Corxiittee  on  Slau^^hterhouses.  A  neet,ing  between 
the  Counc.il  and  members  of  the  neat  trade  was  erranged^  and  the  matter 
discussed  fully.  Prior  to  this  meet ingp  enquiries  revealed  that  surplus 
accommodation  for  slaughtering  existed  at  the  public  abattoirs mlnaSkipt on 
and  Keigliley^  but  at, the  meeting  there  seemed  to  be  l.ittle  des.ire  among 
the  local  tradesmen  to  make  use  of  these  facilities.  -  2-. 


It  was  suggested  by  the  traders  concerned  the.t 
this  Authority  should  provide  a  suitable  abattoir  but^  in  view  of  the 
re  come  ndat  ions  set  out  in  the  report  on  this  subject,  the  suggestion 
was  not  considered  at  any  lenrjth.  The  Council  decided,  however,  that 
prenises,  fornerly  used  as  slaughterhouses  if  brought  to  a  satisfactory 
standard  would  receive  favoura.ble  considers,! ion  for  the  issue  of  a 
licence  for  the  period  set  out  in  the  unending  legislation. 

By  the  tine  control  of  neat  supplies  ceased 
three  such  licences  had  been  issued  and  private  slaughtering  comenced 
once  nore  within  the  district.  The  work  is  carried  out  in  the  early 
part  of  the  week,  and  in  a  short  tine  the  system  of  ndt.if ication  and 
inspection  was  operating  smoothly  and  there  appeared  to  be  no  reason  to 
suspect  that  full  compliance  with  the  regulations  was  not  being  observed* 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  ixi  the 
three  licensed  prenises  varies  slightly  from  week  to  week,  but  seems 
to  average  about  5  beasts,  10  sheep  and  12  pigs  with  an  occasional  cedf. 
It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  only  a  proportion  of  the  neat  reta.,iled 
in  the  district  is  slaughtered  locally,  and  enquiries  revealed  that 
several  butchers  purchase  their  neat  from  wholesalers  in  Skipton  or 
Keighley,  although  one”  traxler  ca.rries  out  his  slaughtering  at  Skipton 
abattoir. 


Throughout  the  year  the  meat  produced  from 
animals  slaughtered  locally  was  of  a  very  high  quality,  and  the  incidence 
of  disease  was  low.  Details  of  condemnations  made  are  as  follows

All  condemned  meat  was  disj)osed  of  locally 
under  the  supervision  of  this  department,  althoug;h  arrangenents  were 
made  with  a  contractor  approved  by  Keighley  Corporation  for  the 
disposal  of  a  substantial  amount  of  neat  should  the  necessity  arise. 
By  the  end  of  the  period  no  use  had  been  made  of  these  facilities,

producer  reta.ilers  and  two  retailers,  but  lo.ter  in  the  year  a  further 
producer  was  registered  by  the  Hinistry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
for  the  retailing  of  oillco 


Retail  saT-pling  of  niillc  in  course  of  delivery  to 
consumers  wa.s  carried  out  this  department  and  further  sampling'  of 
nilk  produced  in  this  district  and  despatched  in  bul2<  to  a  dairy  in 
Leeds  was  carried  out  by  Leeds  Corporation.  As  a.  result  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  samples  it  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  20  of

PUBLIC  CLEAiM'SING 


This  departoent  is  concerned  only  with  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse;,  the  Highways  Departuent  being  responsible 
for  snow  clearance^  street  gritting  and  sweeping, 

Pv,efuse  collect  ion  is  carried  out  by  neans  of  a  7  cubic 
yard  collection  vehicle  with  a  driver  and  3  loaders ^  and  for  sone 
time  now  it  has  been  necessary/-  to  supplenent  the  peraa.nent  organisat¬ 
ion  with  additional  staff  and  hired  haulage.  One  of  the  difficulties 
experienced  in  the  past  was  the  unsuitability  of  the  vehicles  available 
for,,  hire  as. 'they  are  usually  of  the  platforn  type  high  sides  but 

no  top  cover.  Such  a  vehicle  is  unecononical  v;hen  employed  on  refiase 
collect  ion- vas  the  height  of  the  platforn  a.bove  the  ground  males  it 
necessamy  for  one  nan  to  stajid  on  the  platform  to.  assist  the  loaders 
to  lift  the  full  bins  to  the  loading;  height.  In  addition^  the  work 
can  only  proceed  on  compamat ively  windless  days  in  areas  near  to  the 
refuse  tip  due  to  the  lack  of  suitable  covers  on  the  hired  vehicle. 


There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  quantity  of  refuse 
requiring  removal  increases  annually  due  partially  to  the  a.ddition  of 
new  houses  to  the  rounds  and  also  to  the  increased  production  of 
refuse  by  householders ^  generally  caused  by  the  growing  use  of  tinned 
foods  and  the  continuous  night  burning  grate.  It  seems  liicely^ 
therefore^  that  the  use  of  hired  haulage  will  be  a  pen:ianent  feature 
of  the  refuse  collection  service  until  such  t  ime  as  the  purchase  of 
an  additional  vehicle  ca.n  be  just,ified'.  ,  ■. 


It  was  decided  to  approach  the  neighbouring  authorities 
to  ascertain  whether  a  more  suitable  vehicle  was  available  for  hire, 
and  an  arraugenent  v/as  made  with  Skipton  Urban  District  Council  for 
the  hire  of  a  7  cubic  yard  collector  for  use  in  this  district  for  two 
days  each  fortnight.  With  the  aid  of  the  additional  vehicle,  which 
is  manned  by  this  Council ks  staff,  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain 
a  weekly  collection  in  the  central  shopping  area  with  a  10  -  12  day 
collection  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  district When  weather 
conditions  vrere  favourable  it  vjas  possible,  on  occasions,  to  mainta,in 
a  weekly  service  throughout  the  district. 


Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  at  the  sewage  disposal 
works  situated  at  Keighley  Rosrl,  where  controlled  tipping  is  the 
method  employed.  The  salvage  of  waste  pa,per  and  heavy  scrap  metal 
continued  throughout  the  je3,T^  and  the  income  from  salvage  of  all  types 
showed  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  due  to  ,mcr eased  collection 
and  increased  market  value.

Social  conditions  in  this  nixed  urban  and  rural  connunity 
changed  little  during  the  year*  Such  changes  as  occurred  x^ere  beneficial, 
being  attributable  to  full  enployiient  x/ith  a  corresponding  rise  in  the 
standard  of  living,  and  inproved  housing  conditions*  But  although  nuch 
has  been  done  to  ixiprove  the  latter,  nuch  renains  to  be  done;  and  it  is 
hoped  that  full  advantage  w,ill  be  t^^en  of  the  provisions  of  "The 
Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954”  to  secure  the  demolition  or 
inprovenent  of  substandard  property  which  renains*  Faming,  one  of  the 
most  important  occupations,  had  a  difficult  year.  For  the  shortage  of 
farm  labour  persisted,  and  the  hay  crop  was  ga^thered  under  most  adverse 
conditions  in  a  period  of  bad  weather,  unparalleled  in  the  last  fifty 
years .

It  is  grat.ifyin{3’  to  report  that  co-operation  between 
the  three  branches  of  the  Health  Service  «  hospitals^  general  pra.ct it loners 
and  local  health  authority,  shows  some  signs  of  ii:iproYenent ,  after  a  period 
of  six  years  when  all  our  effort- s  appeared  to  be  in  vain.  A  great  deal  more 
can  be  done  in  this  direction,  and  it  must  be  done  if  the  general  public  is  to 
receive  the  fiai  belief  its ‘ff  bn 'this  most  costly  Health  Service.  A  Service 
which  seens  to  have  measured  its  progress  by  a  yearly  increase  .in  the  numbers 
of  patients,  hospital  staffs,  beds  and  drugs,  and  to  have  no  policy  except  an 
arbitary  financial  "ceiling**,  for  reducing  the  annual  bill  for  ill-health. 

3.  HEALTH  CEIH:I1ES. 


The  establishment  of  Health  Centres  was  to  be  one  of 
the  main  features  of  the  National  Health  Service,  and  their  provision  would 
certainly  improve  co-operation,  help  the  patients  by  saving  their  tine,  and 
in^the  long  run  would  lEcely  reduce  the  total  cost.  But  they  are  e^^ensive  to 
build,  and  instead  of  their  be.ing  numbered  in  hundreds  there  are  still  less 
than  ten  in  the  country.  Furthermore,  there  appears  to  be  a  reluctance  of 
the  medical  ^profession  for  their  establishment,  which  did  not  previously  exist . 
Group  practice  appears  to  be  the  a^lternative,  and  the  I'iinister  of  Health  is 
reported  to  have  said  that  this  offers  more  promise  for  the  future.  It  may 
well  do  so  for  the  general  mediceJ.  practitioners,  but  unfortunately  the  patient 
cannot  arrange  his  illnesses  and  accidents  to  coincide  x^/'ith  his  doctor *s 
presence,  aM  he  nay  be  seen  by  up  to  half  a  dozen  doctors,  particularly  during 
oliday  peiiods.  He  does  not  seem  to  find  this  entirely  satisfactory,  and  it 
becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  reconcile  the  concept  of  the  family  doctor,  - 
the  erstwhile  guiide,  .  counsellor  and;  friend  -  with  the  large  group  practice. 

In  the  absence  of  health  centres  we  continue  to  use 
various  tyi^es  of  rented  premises  for  the  local  health  authority  services.  Most 
of  these  are  unsuitable  and.  .involve  the  staff  in  a  wastage  of  time  and  effort. 
But  we ^ have  been  using  them  for  years,  and  the  services  are  generally  well 
patronised  despite  the  unattractive  ness  of  the  surroundings.

The  illegit  imate  b:irth  rate  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  all 
live  births  has  now  fallen  to  about  half  what  it  wa-s  in  1945 -i*  i#e., 
from  nearly  10%  to  under  5p«  And  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  the 
illegitimate  is  no^^^  approaching  the  rate  for  the  legitlmaie.  These 
figures  give  cause  for  some  satisfaction,  but  the  fo,ct  remains,  that 
one  in  ever^^  twenty  one  children  born  in  this  country  is  illegitimate, 
V7hich  in  f  i^pires  means  32,503  illegitimate  children  born  in  1953* 
(Fiigures  quoted  from  R'The  Report  of  the  Mini str^r  of  Health,  1953”)* 
n  proportion  of  these  will  be  legitimized  on  marriage,  but  there  must 
be  many  children  born  every  year  under  conditions  which  na,y  ultinately 
lead  to  gra-ve  personal  and  social  difficulties. 


This  Division  has  its  share  of  illegitimate  births,  unfortunate 
victims  of  human  frailty,  and  admission  to  hostel  or  home  for  conf,inenent 
and  for  a  period  thereafter  has  been  arranged  when  requested.  The 
County  Counc.il  provides  financial  assistance  .in  such  cases,  and  much 
practicaK  help  has  been  provided  by  the  Bradford  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Council.  Some  babies  have  been  adopted,  for  which  there  is  a  denard; 
but  in  many  cases  there  e^dst  problems  of  moral  and  social  rehabilitat¬ 
ion  which  are  most  difficult  to  solve,  even  with  the  full  co-operation 
of  aJLl  statutory,  voluntary  and  denominational  bodies.

8.  HQj-lE  HELP  SERVICE. 

If  a  census  could  be  taken  of  the  benefits  which  have  been 
derived  from  the  National  Health  Service  Act^  there  is  no  doubt 
that  this  service  vjould  talce  a  high  place  in  the  order  of 
apprec..tat ionj  particularly  in  an  area  such  as  this  where  there 
has  been  no  unenplo;^n:ient^  and  the  employment  of  women  in  the 
mills  is  trad it ional • 

Families  are  in  general  much  smaller  than  they  used 
to  he^  and  they  move  about  the  country  more.  Members  are^ 
therefore^  not  available  to  help  their  sick  or  aged  relatives, 
and  the  demands  on  the  homo  help  service  increase  year  by  year. 


In ^ such  circunstances^  the  houe  help  is  enployed  to  do  everythin^ 
wiiich  falls  to  the  lot  of  the  housev/ife^  includiiir  cookinpu  clearklnp' 
washing  and  the  care  of  children.  Alternatively,  she  nay^PteM  thf 
aged  to  do  the  heavier  work  for  a  fevj  hours  oach  week.  Or  attend  other 
cases  for  such  tkie  and  duties  as  their  c.ircmstances  require.  During 
aost  weeks  between  80  and  100  individuals  or  fanilies  have  been 
provaded  with  whole  tine  or  part  tine  help,  and  the  clerical  and 
adninistrative  work  involved  in  this  provision  is  considera.blo .

These  figures  nay  not  appear  to  be  large but  they  refer 
to  a  conparatively  snail  population,  and  the  fact  renains  that  a 
majority  of  the  hospital  beds  in  this  country  is  devoted  to  the 
institutiorml  care  of  the  nentally  sick,  and  there  is  need  for  more, 
5^000  additional  beds  in  mental  and  deficiency  hospitals  have  been 
provided  since  1948,,  and  capital  works  authorised  will  provide  another 
7,000.  This  provision  should  go  some  way  towards  reduc.ing  .the  ■  over¬ 
crowding,  and  the  long  waiting  lists. 

The  najoritj^  of  mental  defectives  exe  now  brought  to 
notice  through  the  School  Health  Service,  being  found  unable  to  benefit 
from  education  in  an  ordinary  school  or  special  school.  Occasionally 
elderly  defectives  are  notified  who  have  been  cared  for  by  relatives 
until  old  age  or  ill  health  prevents  their  continuing  this  care. 


Dur.LrL':  the  year  1954-^  defectives  were  discovered^  11  of  whon  were 

under  14.  iit  the  end  of  the  yeax  there  were  65  mental  defectives  resident 
in  the  Division^  of  whom  1/y  were  under  16.  51  had  been  placed  under 

Statutory  Supervision,  11  were  under  voluntary  supervision,  and  one  was 
on  licence  from  an  institution.

The  Mente.l  Health  Social  Worker  visits  defectives  in 
Divisions  1  and  2  who  are  looked  after  by  the.ir  parents  or  relatives, 
and  who  may  be  working  und-er  supervision  in  various  occupations.  She 
gives  advice  and  assistance,  part icula.rly  over  difficulties  which 
arise.  Reports  are  also  subr-iitted  by  her  to  mental  hospitals  on  patients 
who  are  on  licence  or  being  considered  for  holiday  leave. 


The  social  worker  mr.y  visit  occasionally  j^atients  who  have 
returned  home  after  hospital  treatment  for  mental  or  nervous  breakdown, 
but  this  after  care,  wkich  is  often  so  des.lrable,  has  dieveloped  slowly  in 
these  parts,  and  lack  of  staff  prohibits  its  expansion<,

It  is  esthnated  the.t  70%  of  the 
c  ild  population  must  be  immunised  before  v/hooping  cough  can  be  elimimt- 
ed  as  a  major  infectious  disease,  and  it  is  now  firmly  believed  that 
a  high  degree  of  iiiiraunity,  even  .if  it  falls  short  of  complete 
prouection,  can  be  provided  by  three  injections  given  at  monthly 
intei'vals  starting  at  the  fourth  or  f,ifth  month  of  life.

11.  ^lEALTH  EDUCATION. 

There  is  such  a,  mass  of  propa,gaixla  to«d0.y  on  such  a  w.ide 
variety  of  subjects  that  much  of  .it  imist  fa.il  in  its  objectives* 
Health  propagano.a  by  o-dveruisement  ^  pan^^hlet  and  poster  must 
obviously  share  in  this  high  proportion  of  failure,  and  although 
all  are  used,  much  more  reln^uice  is  placed  upon  the  personal 
approach,  and  in  group  teachingc 


^  ^The  health  visitors  are  .in  a  very  good  position  to  deal 
with  this  subject  xdien  nal-cing  their  visits,  and  can  advise  on 
mothercraft,home  management ,  the  prevention  of  disease  and 
accident,  and ^ the  upbring:ing  of  children.  The.ir  advice  is 

particuJ_arly  important  where  there  are  cases  of  tuberculosis  in 
the  hone . 


At  the  ante-natal  rela:^n,tion  exercise  classes  the  health 
visitors  share  the  instruction  with  the  nidwives,  giving  informal 
tallcs  on  nothercraft  to  the  most  receptive  of  audiences.  Tliis 
year  it  has  been  possible  to  enlarge  our  field  of  work,  and  film 
strips  and  tallcs  on  child  care  and  development  have  been  given  at 
child  welfare  centres.  Film  str.ips  and  talks  have  also  been  given 
in  a  number  of  senior  schools.  Despite  whaf  is  being  done  it  is 
obvious  that  we  are  st.ill  only  dealing  with  a  small  part  of  this 
enormous  problem  of  healthy  living  -  for  that  is  what  we  really 
mean*  And  until  more  can  be  done  —  much  more  —  there  seems  little 

prospect  of  reducing  the  nations  enormous  bill  for  ill  health  and 
preventable  disease. 

♦  CHILDREN  ilEGLECTED  QA  ILL-TREATED . 

The  Divisicna.l  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  for 
co-ord.inating  the  act  ivities  of  public  and  voluntaa^y  bodies  engaged 
in  the  prevention  of  negiect  or  ill-trea,tment  of  children  .in  their 
own  homes.  To  this  end  conferences  are  held  regularly,  and  attend¬ 
ed  by  all  who  have  an  interest  in  the  welfare,  education  and  housing 
of  these  families.  A  great  deal  of  .inf orrmtion  is  thus  made 
available  for  those  v/orkers  and  theii'  activities  can  be  co-ordinated 
to  the  best  advantage  in  dealing  with  problem  families,  and  others 
who  may  be  brought  to  notice  in  one  way  or  another. 


,  .  Rehabilitation  of  such  families  is  a  difficult 

business 5  and  wo  have  no  Faaily  Service  Unit  to  work  in  the.ir  hones. 
hut  some  results  have  been  achieved,  and  the  conferences  are  of 
uMoubted^ vaJLue .  In  this  respect  the  services  of  the  local  .inspector 
Ox  *cne  W.o^P.CeC.  have  been  greatly  appreciated*

n+v.  A  There  is  a  wide  field  of  responsibility  for  the  Local 

health  ^Authority  and  references  must  necessarily  be  brief.  Sick  room 
requxsxtes  in  the  form  of  air  rings^  rubber  sheets^  bed  pans  and  bed 
rests  have  been  provided  free  of  charge ^  each  hone  nurse  holding  a 
sraall  stock.  Crutches ^  wheel  chairs^  spinal  carriages ^  specieJL  beds 
and  other ^larger  items  be.ing  supplied  through  the  Divisional  Office, 
^ecuperative  Hone  Treatment  ha,s  oeen  arranged  for  certain  adults  on 
their  doctor  »s  re  comend  at  ion,  and  a  few  children  have  been  sdlmitted 
o  convalescent  hones  through  the  School  Health  Service,  E:ictra  milk 
has  been  supplied  to  35  cases  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  on 
the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician. 


The  exchange  of  information  between  the  /CLnoners  and 
this  Division  has  shown  a  considerable  increa.se,  home  nurses  and  home 
elps  being  provided  at  their  request  for  palients  discharged  from 
hosp.ifal.  luf orma.tlon  on  social  conditions  has  also  been  provided, 
and  niany  reports  on  the  circumstances  of  applicants  for  admission  to 
hospitals  for  the  long-term  sick. 


hiich  attention  has  been  given  to  the  ageing  population 
in  one  form  or  another.  Ageing  by  virtue  of  the  fact  tlia.t  .instead 

high  fertilit^^  of  the  nineteenth  century,  there  is  now  a  lower 
level  of  fertility,  and  the  continuous  e^qjansion  of  population  has 
been  replaced  by  a  more  stable  structure  in  which  the  proportion  of 
old  people  is  no  longer  artificially  low.  Additionally,  the  great 
reduction  in  mortality,  particularly  amongst  infants  anti  frora  .infections 
means  that  many  people  are  now  living  into  old  age  which,  until  recent 
tines  they  would  never  have  reached.  The  majority  of  old  people 
iiianage  surprisingly  well,  but  if  they  fa.ll  ill  and  require  nurs.lng,  .It 
is  always  d.ifficult  to  obtain  a  hospital  bed  on  the  female  s:ide. 

The  provision  of  a  "half  way  house",  the  jo.int  responsibil.ity  of 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Local  Health  Authority  would  meet  the  needs 
of  some  such  cases  of  temporary  illness.  It  would  also  meet  the  needs 
of  others  -  e.g.,  those  no  longer  requiring  hosp.iteJ.  treatment,  but 

not  fit  to  manage  in  their  own  homes  or  in  an  old  peoples'  hone,  some¬ 
times  referred  to  as  the  'frail  axibulants'. 


14.  AIIBULxUCE  SERVICE,

15.  TilE  SCHOOL  IIEilLTH  SERVICE. 


The  responsibilities  of  the  department  .in  resoect  of 
schools  have  continued  without  .interruption.  The  basis  is  the 
examination  of  ea,ch  child  on  at  least  three  occasions  during 
school  life  a.long  i^th  special  examinations  of  those  children 
who  need  particular  obsei-vation  or  care,  and  the  provision  of 
guidance  to  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  when  the  time  comes  for 
pupils  to  leave  school.  In  addition,  B.C.G,  vaccination  has  been 
offered  since  September  to  all  children  in  the  thirteen  year  old 
grou^>.  The  purpose  of  this  is  to  provide  children  with  an 
artificial  .immunity  who  are  shown  by  skin  testing  to  be  susceptible 
to  tuberculosis.  The  results  of  this  are  given  in  the  table  belov7, 

and  furoher  reference  will  be  found  in  an  earlier  section  of  this 
Report . 


The  tuberculin  testing  of  school  entrants  has  a.lso 
been  extended.  This  consists  of  applying  a  little  specially 
prepared  jelly  to  the  skin,  and  in  the  case  of  c?.  child  show.mag  a 
positive  reaction,  search  is  made  amongst  the  family  contacts  to 
ry  and  find  the  source  of  infection.  This  is  done  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Chest  Physician, 
hitherto  undetected  but  infectious  ca 
community .
